1.1.1 The Bidder shall have two (2) years of experience providing temporary dental services similar to
those addressed in this solicitation in other health care settings which may provide respite or
acute, long term or chronic service to persons with intellectual disabilities. As proof of meeting
this requirement, the Bidder shall provide with its Bid three (3) references from the past five
years who can collectively attest to the Bidder’s experience in providing temporary dental
services to an established population of a facility.

1.1.2 Bidder shall be a licensed Dentist, a licensed Dental Hygienist or a certified Dental Assistant.

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2 Contractor Requirements: Scope of Work

2.1 Summary Statement

2.1.1 The Maryland Department of Health (MDH) is issuing this Invitation for Bids (IFB) to procure the
services of three qualified dental professionals: a licensed Dentist, a licensed Hygienist and a
certified Dental Assistant. The dental services are to be provided on the premises of the Holly
Center’s Dental Department. This service requires up to four (4) hours of service per week for
each dental professional. Holly Center is a unit of MDH, located at 926 Snow Hill Road,
Salisbury, Wicomico County, MD.

2.1.2  Ttis the State’s intention to obtain services, as specified in this IFB, from a Contract(s) between
the selected Bidder(s) and the State.

2.1.3 The Department intends to make Multiple Awards for work under this IFB. However, the State
retains the right to make an award to a single Bidder, if in the best interest of the State.

2.1.4. Bidders, either directly or through its subcontractor(s), must be able to provide all services and
meet all of the requirements requested in this solicitation and the successful Bidder (the
Contractor) shall remain responsible for Contract performance regardless of subcontractor
participation in the work. For multiple contract awards, the Contractor with the lowest Total Bid
Price will be given the right of first refusal to provide the requested services. If that Contractor is
unwilling or unable to perform the requested services, the Contractor with the next lowest Total
Bid Price will be asked to provide the requested services, and so forth. Each Contractor will
have 48 hours to respond to a service request before a request is made to the next subsequent
Contractor.

2.2 Background and Purpose

The State is issuing these specifications to obtain professional dental services to residents at the Holly
Center. The services require three qualified dental professionals: a licensed Dentist, a licensed Dental
Hygienist and a certified Dental Assistant. The dental services are to be provided on the premises of the
Holly Center’s Dental Department. Holly Center is a unit of the Maryland Department of Health, located
at 926 Snow Hill Road, Salisbury, Wicomico County, Maryland.

The Department requires a maximum of four (4) hours per week each for the Dentist, Dental Hygienist

and the Dental Assistant. The Department does not guarantee any minimum number of hours per week.

The hours of operation for the Dental Clinic is 8:00 A.M. -12:00 P.M. local time on Thursday except on
State holidays which can be found at www.dbm.maryland.gov.

Holly Center is licensed and certified as an Intermediate Care Facility for Individuals with Intellectual
Disabilities (ICFID). Holly Center provides nursing, medical, dental services as well as ancillary
therapeutic services such as: Podiatry, Psychiatry and Dental Clinics, Speech Therapy, Occupational
Therapy, Physical Therapy, Psychology and Social Services on site. The Holly Center is licensed for 150
individuals with intellectual disabilities, current census is 50 individuals. These individuals also have
comorbid medical/psychiatric disorders as well as associated behavioral challenges. Over the last two
years 2018 and 2019 Holly Center had no dental emergencies.

State Staff and Roles

The State will provide access to the Dental Clinic facilities and equipment reasonably
necessary for Contractor performance under the Contract. Holly Center will work with
Bidder to identify any special requirements (e.g., reprographic services, computer time,
key data entry) in order to meet the Bidder’s request.

The State is responsible for providing required information, data, documentation, and test
data to facilitate the Contractor’s performance of the work, and will provide such
additional assistance and services as is specifically set forth.

Holly Center’s Program Services Director/Contract Manager will provide scheduling for
weekly Dental Clinic appointments the day of the clinic

The Contract Monitor will give written notice of performance issues to the Contractor,
clearly describing the problem and delineating remediation requirement(s). If
performance issues persist, the Contract Monitor may request the immediate removal of
person(s) whose performance is an issue and determine whether a substitution is required
(see Section 3.10).

Provide a maximum of four (4) hours of dentist services per week.

Be licensed to practice dentistry in the State of Maryland as issued by the Maryland State
Board of Dental Examiners through the Contract period.

Be certified and registered to dispense Controlled Dangerous Substances for the State of
Maryland through the Contract period.

Be certified/registered to disperse Controlled Substance from the United States
Department of Justice (DEAOQ) through the Contract period.

Provide supervision and be responsible for all provided services for the Dental Clinic,
Dental Assistant and Dental Hygienist.

Contractor will be required to maintain patient records. Record resident-dentist
transactions on consult forms in the resident’s master record and the dental record so that
the records accurately reflect the nature of the contact and the condition of the resident
during dental care/treatment being provided (i.e. tolerance to examination, efficacy of
sedation when used, and residential staff support/training completed regarding home oral
care).

Be responsible for compliance with all applicable federal, State, local and Center
regulations and protocols governing the practice of dentistry and the clinical provision of
dental care, as well as those relating to, but not limited to, standard work place safety,
public health, and confidentiality.

Respond to medical/dental emergency situations during resident dental treatments per
standard practices/protocol.

Perform all services under the administrative direction of the Program Services Director
or designee of the Director. In cases in which the Dentist recommends additional clinical
opinion/recommendation, the Dentist will inform the physician.

The Dentist shall document time actually spent at Holly Center by signing in on arrival
and signing out departure in the Medical Services Office. These timesheets will be
reviewed, approved, and signed by the Director of Program Services and/or the
Department’s Contract Manager. Payment will be based on hours actually spent
providing Dental Services.

Two (2) years, in the past five years, of experience practicing dentistry.

Using all diagnostic aids necessary, thoroughly evaluate the extra-oral and intra-oral
condition of the residents in order to:

Diagnose resident’s dental/oral condition.

Prescribe and implement appropriate dental/oral treatment (which includes: preventative,
restorative, endodontic, prosthodontic, x-rays or surgery).

Refer residents for specialty consultation or treatment in conformance with approved
dental clinical protocols and guidelines.

DENTAL ASSISTANT SHALL.:

2.3.36 Perform intra-oral photography; place and expose diagnostic radiographs as needed.
2.3.37 Maintain all x-ray machines in the clinic.

2.3.38 Sterilize instruments and maintains all sterilization units per protocol; clean dental
treatment rooms according to American Dental Association, Center for Disease Control,
Occupational Safety and Health Administration (OSHA), and Maryland Occupational
Safety and Health (MOSH) guidelines.

2.3.39 Prepare treatment trays including instruments, medications, materials and the resident’s
record.

2.3.40 Respond to medical/dental emergency situations during resident dental treatments per
standard practices/protocol.

2.3.41 Order and maintain sufficient supply levels to ensure dental team members can perform
services without delay.

2.3.42 Assist the Dentist in record documentation during exams.

2.3.43 Greet residents and caregivers and escort to dental treatment room.
2.3.44 Perform basic clerical functions such as filing and recordkeeping.
2.3.45 Perform other related duties as assigned by Dentist.

2.3.46 Demonstrate the ability to work with health professionals as a team.
2.3.47 Completion of Dental Assistant training program.

2.3.48 The Dental Assistant shall document time actually spent at Holly Center by signing in on
arrival and signing out departure in the Medical Services Office. These timesheets will be
reviewed, approved, and signed by the Director of Program Services and/or the
Department’s Contract manager. Payment will be based on hours actually spent providing
Dental Services.

Contract Responsibility

2.3.51 The Contract Monitor will give written notice of performance issues to the Contractor,
clearly describing the problem and delineating remediation requirement (s). The
Contractor shall respond with a written remediation plan within three (3) Business days
of written notice and implement the plan immediately upon written acceptance from the
Contract Monitor. The Contract Monitor shall notify the Contractor of the remediation
plan approval or rejection within two (2) Business Days.

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3 Contractor Requirements: General

3.1 Contract Initiation Requirements

A. Contractor shall schedule and hold a kickoff meeting within 10 Business Days of NTP Date. At
the kickoff, the Contractor shall furnish an updated Project Schedule describing the activities for
the Contractor, the State, and any third parties for fully transitioning to the Contractor’s solution.

3.2 End of Contract Transition

3.2.1 The Contractor shall provide transition assistance as requested by the State to facilitate
the orderly transfer of services to the State or a follow-on contractor, for a period up to 30
days prior to Contract end date, or the termination thereof. Such transition efforts shall
consist, not by way of limitation, of:

a) Provide additional services and support as requested to successfully complete the transition;
b) Maintain the services called for by the Contract at the required level of proficiency; and
c) Provide current operating procedures (as appropriate).

3.2.2  The Contractor shall work toward a prompt and timely transition, proceeding in
accordance with the directions of the Contract Monitor. The Contract Monitor may
provide the Contractor with additional instructions to meet specific transition
requirements prior to the end of the Contract.

3.2.3 The Contractor shall ensure that all necessary knowledge and materials for the tasks
completed are transferred to the custody of State personnel or a third party, as directed by
the Contract Monitor.

3.2.4  The Contractor shall support end-of-Contract transition efforts with technical and project
support to include but not be limited to:

a) The Contractor shall provide a draft Transition-Out Plan 120 Business Days in advance of
Contract end date.

The Transition-Out Plan shall address at a minimum the following areas:
1)  Any staffing concerns/issues related to the closeout of the Contract;

2)  Communications and reporting process between the Contractor, the Department and
the Contract Monitor;

3) Plans to complete tasks and any unfinished work items (including open change
requests, and known bug/issues); and

4)  Any risk factors with the timing and the Transition-Out schedule and transition
process. The Contractor shall document any risk factors and suggested solutions.

The Contractor shall ensure all documentation and data including, but not limited to, System
Documentation and current operating procedures, is current and complete with a hard and soft copy in a
format prescribed by the Contract Monitor.

The Contractor shall provide copies of any current daily and weekly back-ups to the Department or a third
party as directed by the Contract Monitor as of the final date of transition, but no later than the final date
of the Contract.
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Access to any data or configurations of the furnished product and services shall be available after the
expiration of the Contract as described in Section 3.2.5.

3.2.5 Return and Maintenance of State Data

a) Upon termination or the expiration of the Contract Term, the Contractor shall: (a) return to
the State all State data in either the form it was provided to the Contractor or in a mutually
agreed format along with the schema necessary to read such data; (b) preserve, maintain, and
protect all State data until the earlier of a direction by the State to delete such data or the
expiration of 90 days (“the retention period”) from the date of termination or expiration of
the Contract term; (c) after the retention period, the Contractor shall securely dispose of and
permanently delete all State data in all of its forms, such as disk, CD/DVD, backup tape and
paper such that it is not recoverable, according to National Institute of Standards and
Technology (NIST)-approved methods with certificates of destruction to be provided to the
State; and (d) prepare an accurate accounting from which the State may reconcile all
outstanding accounts. The final monthly invoice for the services provided hereunder shall
include all charges for the 90-day data retention period.

b) During any period of service suspension, the Contractor shall maintain all State data in its
then existing form, unless otherwise directed in writing by the Contract Monitor.

c) Inaddition to the foregoing, the State shall be entitled to any post-termination/expiration
assistance generally made available by Contractor with respect to the services.

3.3 Invoicing
3.3.1 General

a) The Contractor shall send or e-mail the original of each invoice and signed authorization to
invoice to the Contract Monitor and Nancy Dickerson at e-mail address:
nancy.dickerson@maryland.gov .

All invoices for services shall be verified by the Contractor as accurate at the time of submission.

An invoice not satisfying the requirements of a Proper Invoice (as defined in COMAR 21.06.09) cannot
be processed for payment. To be considered a Proper Invoice, invoices must include the following
information, without error:

1) Contractor name and address;
2)  Remittance address;

3) Federal taxpayer identification (FEIN) number, social security number, as
appropriate;

4) Invoice period (i.e. time period during which services covered by invoice were
performed);

5) Invoice date;

6) Invoice number;

7)  State assigned Contract number;

8)  State assigned (Blanket) Purchase Order number(s);
9)  Goods or services provided;

10) Amount due; and

11) Any additional documentation required by regulation or the Contract.
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Invoices that contain both fixed price and time and material items shall clearly identify each item as either
fixed price or time and material billing.

The Department reserves the right to reduce or withhold Contract payment in the event the Contractor
does not provide the Department with all required deliverables within the time frame specified in the
Contract or otherwise breaches the terms and conditions of the Contract until such time as the Contractor
brings itself into full compliance with the Contract.

Any action on the part of the Department, or dispute of action by the Contractor, shall be in accordance
with the provisions of Md. Code Ann., State Finance and Procurement Article 8§ 15-215 through 15-223
and with COMAR 21.10.04.

The State is generally exempt from federal excise taxes, Maryland sales and use taxes, District of
Columbia sales taxes and transportation taxes. The Contractor, however, is hot exempt from such sales
and use taxes and may be liable for the same.

Invoices for final payment shall be clearly marked as “FINAL” and submitted when all work
requirements have been completed and no further charges are to be incurred under the Contract. In no
event shall any invoice be submitted later than 60 calendar days from the Contract termination date.

3.3.2 Invoice Submission Schedule
The Contractor shall submit invoices in accordance with the following schedule:

a) he Contractor shall submit invoices in accordance with the following schedule: The Contract
shall bill the Department monthly (no later than the 15th of the month following the month
in which services were performed), certifying thereto that the work and services have been
performed, that payment for said work has not been received and that the amount specified is
due and owing (see Attachment B-Bid Form) .

b) The Contractor should bill for the actual hours worked at the hourly prices submitted on the
Bid form.

c) The Contractor should submit a signed timesheet along with the monthly invoices for
backup.

3.3.3  For the purposes of the Contract an amount will not be deemed due and payable if:
a) The amount invoiced is inconsistent with the Contract;

b)  The proper invoice has not been received by the party or office specified in
the Contract;

C) The invoice or performance is in dispute or the Contractor has failed to
otherwise comply with the provisions of the Contract;

d)  The item or services have not been accepted;
e) The quantity of items delivered is less than the quantity ordered:;
f) The items or services do not meet the quality requirements of the Contract;

0) If the Contract provides for progress payments, the proper invoice for the
progress payment has not been submitted pursuant to the schedule;

h) If the Contract provides for withholding a retainage and the invoice is for the
retainage, all stipulated conditions for release of the retainage have not been
met; or
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i) The Contractor has not submitted satisfactory documentation or other
evidence reasonably required by the Procurement Officer or by the Contract
concerning performance under the Contract and compliance with its
provisions.

3.5 Disaster Recovery and Data
The following requirements apply to the Contract:
3.5.1 Redundancy, Data Backup and Disaster Recovery

a) Unless specified otherwise in the IFB, Contractor shall maintain or cause to be maintained
disaster avoidance procedures designed to safeguard State data and other confidential
information, Contractor’s processing capability and the availability of hosted services, in
each case throughout the Contract term. Any force majeure provisions of the Contract do not
limit the Contractor’s obligations under this provision.

b) The Contractor shall have robust contingency and disaster recovery (DR) plans in place to
ensure that the services provided under the Contract will be maintained in the event of
disruption to the Contractor/subcontractor’s operations (including, but not limited to,
disruption to information technology systems), however caused.

1)  The Contractor shall furnish a DR site.

2)  The DR site shall be at least 100 miles from the primary operations site, and have
the capacity to take over complete production volume in case the primary site
becomes unresponsive.

c) The contingency and DR plans must be designed to ensure that services under the Contract
are restored after a disruption within twenty-four (24) hours from notification and a recovery
point objective of one (1) hour or less prior to the outage in order to avoid unacceptable
consequences due to the unavailability of services.

d) The Contractor shall test the contingency/DR plans at least twice annually to identify any
changes that need to be made to the plan(s) to ensure a minimum interruption of service.
Coordination shall be made with the State to ensure limited system downtime when testing is
conducted. At least one (1) annual test shall include backup media restoration and
failover/fallback operations at the DR location. The Contractor shall send the Contract
Monitor a notice of completion following completion of DR testing.

e) Such contingency and DR plans shall be available for the Department to inspect and
practically test at any reasonable time, and subject to regular updating, revising, and testing
throughout the term of the Contract.

a) The Contractor shall, at no additional cost or charge to the State, in an industry standard/non-
proprietary format:

1) perform a full or partial import/export of State data within 24 hours of a request; or

2) provide to the State the ability to import/export data at will and provide the State
with any access and instructions which are needed for the State to import or export
data.

b) Any import or export shall be in a secure format per the Security Requirements.
3.5.3 Data Ownership and Access

a) Data, databases and derived data products created, collected, manipulated, or directly
purchased as part of a IFB are the property of the State. The purchasing State agency is
considered the custodian of the data and shall determine the use, access, distribution and
other conditions based on appropriate State statutes and regulations.

Public jurisdiction user accounts and public jurisdiction data shall not be accessed, except (1) in the
course of data center operations, (2) in response to service or technical issues, (3) as required by the
express terms of the Contract, including as necessary to perform the services hereunder or (4) at the
State’s written request.

The Contractor shall limit access to and possession of State data to only Contractor Personnel whose
responsibilities reasonably require such access or possession and shall train such Contractor Personnel on
the confidentiality obligations set forth herein.

At no time shall any data or processes — that either belong to or are intended for the use of the State or its
officers, agents or employees — be copied, disclosed or retained by the Contractor or any party related to
the Contractor for subsequent use in any transaction that does not include the State.

The Contractor shall not use any information collected in connection with the services furnished under the
Contract for any purpose other than fulfilling such services.

3.5.4 Provisions in Sections 3.5.1 — 3.5.3 shall survive expiration or termination of the
Contract. Additionally, the Contractor shall flow down the provisions of Sections 3.5.1-
3.5.3 (or the substance thereof) in all subcontracts.

3.6 Insurance Requirements

The Contractor shall maintain, at a minimum, the insurance coverages outlined below, or any minimum
requirements established by law if higher, for the duration of the Contract, including option periods, if
exercised:

3.6.1 The following type(s) of insurance and minimum amount(s) of coverage are
required:

a) Commercial General Liability - of $1,000,000 combined single limit per occurrence for
bodily injury, property damage, and personal and advertising injury and $3,000,000 annual
aggregate. The minimum limits required herein may be satisfied through any combination
of primary and umbrella/excess liability policies.

b)  Errors and Omissions/Professional Liability - $1,000,000 per combined single limit per
claim and $3,000,000 annual aggregate.

c) Crime Insurance/Employee Theft Insurance - to cover employee theft with a minimum
single loss limit of $1,000,000 per loss, and a minimum single loss retention not to exceed
$10,000. The State of Maryland and the Holly Center should be added as a “loss payee.”
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d)

Cyber Security / Data Breach Insurance — (For any service offering hosted by the
Contractor) ten million dollars ($10,000,000) per occurrence. The coverage must be valid at
all locations where work is performed or data or other information concerning the State’s
claimants or employers is processed or stored.

Worker’s Compensation - The Contractor shall maintain such insurance as necessary or as
required under Workers’ Compensation Acts, the Longshore and Harbor Workers’
Compensation Act, and the Federal Employers’ Liability Act, to not be less than. One
million dollars ($1,000,000) per occurrence (unless a state’s law requires a greater amount of
coverage). Coverage must be valid in all states where work is performed.

Automobile or Commercial Truck Insurance - The Contractor shall maintain Automobile or
Commercial Truck Insurance (including owned, leased, hired, and non-owned vehicles) as
appropriate with Liability, Collision, and PIP limits no less than those required by the State
where the vehicle(s) is registered, but in no case less than those required by the State of
Maryland.

3.6.2 The State shall be listed as an additional insured on the faces of the certificates associated

with the coverages listed above, including umbrella policies, excluding Workers’
Compensation Insurance and professional liability.

3.6.3  All insurance policies shall be endorsed to include a clause requiring the insurance carrier

provide the Procurement Officer, by certified mail, not less than 30 days’ advance notice
of any non-renewal, cancellation, or expiration. The Contractor shall notify the
Procurement Officer in writing, if policies are cancelled or not renewed within five (5)
days of learning of such cancellation or nonrenewal. The Contractor shall provide
evidence of replacement insurance coverage to the Procurement Officer at least 15 days
prior to the expiration of the insurance policy then in effect.

3.6.4 Any insurance furnished as a condition of the Contract shall be issued by a company

authorized to do business in the State.

3.6.5 The recommended awardee must provide current certificate(s) of insurance with the

prescribed coverages, limits and requirements set forth in this section within five (5)
Business Days from notice of recommended award. During the period of performance for
multi-year contracts, the Contractor shall provide certificates of insurance annually, or as
otherwise directed by the Contract Monitor.

3.6.6 The Contractor shall require any subcontractors to obtain and maintain comparable levels

of coverage and shall provide the Contract Monitor with the same documentation as is
required of the Contractor.

3.7 Security Requirements

Contractor Personnel listed in sub-paragraph A. This check may be performed by a public
or private entity.

c) The Contractor shall provide certification to the Department that the Contractor has

completed the required criminal background check described in this IFB for each
required Contractor Personnel prior to assignment, and that the Contractor Personnel
have successfully passed this check.

d) Persons with a criminal record may not perform services under the Contract unless prior

At a minimum, the implemented measures should be consistent with the
most current Maryland Department of Information Technology’s Information
Security Policy (http://doit.maryland.gov/support/Pages/SecurityPolicies.aspx),
including specific requirements for password length, complexity, history, and
account lockout.

Ensure State data is not processed, transferred, or stored outside of the United States
(“U.S.”). The Contractor shall provide its services to the State and the State’s end

The Contractor
shall perform routine vulnerability scans and take corrective actions for any
findings.

Conduct regular external vulnerability testing designed to examine the service
provider’s security profile from the Internet without benefit of access to internal
systems and networks behind the external security perimeter. Evaluate all identified
vulnerabilities on Internet-facing devices for potential adverse effect on the
service’s security and integrity and remediate the vulnerability promptly or
document why remediation action is unnecessary or unsuitable. The Department
shall have the right to inspect these policies and procedures and the performance of
vulnerability testing to confirm the effectiveness of these measures for the services
being provided under the Contract.

3.7.6  Security Plan

a) The Contractor shall protect State data according to a written security policy (“Security
Plan”) no less rigorous than that of the State, and shall supply a copy of such policy to the
State for validation, with any appropriate updates, on an annual basis.

The Security Plan shall detail the steps and processes employed by the Contractor as well as the features
and characteristics which will ensure compliance with the security requirements of the Contract.

3.7.7  Security Incident Response

A. The Contractor shall notify the Department in accordance with Section 3.7.9A-D when any
Contractor system that may access, process, or store State data or State systems experiences a
Security Incident or a Data Breach as follows:

C. The Contractor may need to communicate with outside parties regarding a Security Incident,
which may include contacting law enforcement, fielding media inquiries and seeking external
expertise as mutually agreed upon, defined by law or contained in the Contract. Discussing
Security Incidents with the State should be handled on an urgent as-needed basis, as part of
Contractor communication and mitigation processes as mutually agreed upon, defined by law
or contained in the Contract.

D. The Contractor shall comply with all applicable laws that require the notification of
individuals in the event of unauthorized release of State data or other event requiring
notification, and, where notification is required, assume responsibility for informing all such
individuals in accordance with applicable law and to indemnify and hold harmless the State
(or Holly Center) and its officials and employees from and against any claims, damages, and
actions related to the event requiring notification.

3.7.8 Data Breach Responsibilities

A. If the Contractor reasonably believes or has actual knowledge of a Data Breach, the
Contractor shall, unless otherwise directed:

1) Notify the appropriate State-identified contact within 24 hours by telephone in
accordance with the agreed upon security plan or security procedures unless a
shorter time is required by applicable law;

2) Cooperate with the State to investigate and resolve the data breach;

3) Promptly implement commercially reasonable remedial measures to remedy the
Data Breach; and

4) Document responsive actions taken related to the Data Breach, including any post-
incident review of events and actions taken to make changes in business practices in
providing the services.

B. If a Data Breach is a direct result of the Contractor’s breach of its Contract obligation to
encrypt State data or otherwise prevent its release, the Contractor shall bear the costs
associated with (1) the investigation and resolution of the data breach; (2) notifications to
individuals, regulators or others required by State law; (3) a credit monitoring service
required by State or federal law; (4) a website or a toll-free number and call center for
affected individuals required by State law; and (5) complete all corrective actions as
reasonably determined by Contractor based on root cause; all [(1) through (5)] subject to the
Contract’s limitation of liability.

The method of providing feedback on resolution progress, including the frequency of
feedback to be provided to the State;

Contact information for persons responsible for resolving issues after normal business hours
(e.g., evenings, weekends, holidays) and on an emergency basis; and

A process for updating and notifying the Contract Monitor of any changes to the PEP.

3.8.4 Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit any rights of the Contract Monitor or

the State which may be allowed by the Contract or applicable law.

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6 Bid Evaluation and Award

In consideration of the satisfactory performance of the work set forth in this Contract, the
Department shall pay the Contractor in accordance with the terms of this Contract and at the
prices quoted in the Bid. Unless properly modified (see above Section 2), payment to the
Contractor pursuant to this Contract, including the Initial Term and any Renewal Term, shall not
exceed the Contracted amount.

Charges for late payment of
invoices are authorized only as prescribed by Title 15, Subtitle 1, of the State
Finance and Procurement Article, Annotated Code of Maryland, or by the
Public Service Commission of Maryland with respect to regulated public
utilities, as applicable.

Final payment under this Contract will not be made until after certification is received
from the Comptroller of the State that all taxes have been paid.

Electronic funds transfer shall be used by the State to pay Contractor pursuant to this
Contract and any other State payments due Contractor unless the State
Comptroller’s Office grants Contractor an exemption.

4.3 In addition to any other available remedies, if, in the opinion of the Procurement Officer, the
Contractor fails to perform in a satisfactory and timely manner, the Procurement Officer may
refuse or limit approval of any invoice for payment, and may cause payments to the Contractor to
be reduced or withheld until such time as the Contractor meets performance standards as
established by the Procurement Officer.

4.4 Payment of an invoice by the Department is not evidence that services were rendered as required
under this Contract.

5. Rights to Records

5.1 The Contractor agrees that all documents and materials including, but not limited to, software,
reports, drawings, studies, specifications, estimates, tests, maps, photographs, designs, graphics,
mechanical, artwork, computations, and data prepared by the Contractor for purposes of this
Contract shall be the sole property of the State and shall be available to the State at any time. The
State shall have the right to use the same without restriction and without compensation to the
Contractor other than that specifically provided by this Contract.

5.2 The Contractor agrees that at all times during the term of this Contract and thereafter, works
created as a Deliverable under this Contract (as defined in Section 7.2), and services performed
under this Contract shall be “works made for hire” as that term is interpreted under U.S. copyright
law. To the extent that any products created as a Deliverable under this Contract are not works
made for hire for the State, the Contractor hereby relinquishes, transfers, and assigns to the State

The Contractor shall report to the Contract Monitor, promptly and in written detail, each notice or
claim of copyright infringement received by the Contractor with respect to all data delivered
under this Contract.

The Contractor shall not affix any restrictive markings upon any data, documentation, or other
materials provided to the State hereunder and if such markings are affixed, the State shall have the
right at any time to modify, remove, obliterate, or ignore such warnings.

Upon termination or expiration of the Contract, the Contractor, at its own expense, shall deliver
any equipment, software or other property provided by the State to the place designated by the
Procurement Officer.

Exclusive Use

The State shall have the exclusive right to use, duplicate, and disclose any data, information,
documents, records, or results, in whole or in part, in any manner for any purpose whatsoever,
that may be created or generated by the Contractor in connection with this Contract. If any
material, including software, is capable of being copyrighted, the State shall be the copyright
owner and Contractor may copyright material connected with this project only with the express
written approval of the State.

Except as may otherwise be set forth in this Contract, Contractor shall not use, sell, sub-lease,
assign, give, or otherwise transfer to any third party any other information or material provided to
Contractor by the Department or developed by Contractor relating to the Contract, except as
provided for in Section 8. Confidential or Proprietary Information and Documentation.

Patents, Copyrights, and Intellectual Property

All copyrights, patents, trademarks, trade secrets, and any other intellectual property rights
existing prior to the Effective Date of this Contract shall belong to the party that owned such
rights immediately prior to the Effective Date (“Pre-EXisting Intellectual Property”). If any
design, device, material, process, or other item provided by Contractor is covered by a patent or
copyright or which is proprietary to or a trade secret of another, the Contractor shall obtain the
necessary permission or license to permit the State to use such item or items pursuant to its rights
granted under the Contract.

Except for (1) information created or otherwise owned by the Department or licensed by the
Department from third parties, including all information provided by the Department to
Contractor; (2) materials created by Contractor or its subcontractor(s) specifically for the State
under the Contract (“Deliverables™), except for any Contractor Pre-Existing Intellectual Property
included therein; and (3) the license rights granted to the State, all right, title, and interest in the
intellectual property embodied in the solution, including the know-how and methods by which the
solution is provided and the processes that make up the solution, will belong solely and
exclusively to Contractor and its licensors, and the Department will have no rights to the same
except as expressly granted in this Contract. Any SaaS Software developed by Contractor during
the performance of the Contract will belong solely and exclusively to Contractor and its licensors.
For all Software provided by the Contractor under the Contract, Contractor hereby grants to the
State a nonexclusive, irrevocable, unlimited, perpetual, non-cancelable, and non-terminable right
to use and make copies of the Software and any modifications to the Software. For all Contractor
Pre-Existing Intellectual Property embedded in any Deliverables, Contractor grants to the State a
license to use such Contractor Pre-Existing Intellectual Property in connection with its permitted

use of such Deliverable. During the period between delivery of a Deliverable by Contractor and
the date of payment therefor by the State in accordance with this Contract (including throughout
the duration of any payment dispute discussions), subject to the terms and conditions contained
herein, Contractor grants the State a royalty-free, non-exclusive, limited license to use such
Deliverable and to use any Contractor Materials contained therein in accordance with this
Contract.

Subject to the terms of Section 10, Contractor shall defend, indemnify and hold harmless the
State and its agents and employees, from and against any and all claims, costs, losses, damages,
liabilities, judgments and expenses (including without limitation reasonable attorneys’ fees)
arising out of or in connection with any third party claim that the Contractor-provided
products/services infringe, misappropriate or otherwise violate any third party intellectual
property rights. Contractor shall not enter into any settlement involving third party claims that
contains any admission of or stipulation to any guilt, fault, liability or wrongdoing by the State or
that adversely affects the State’s rights or interests, without the State’s prior written consent.

Without limiting Contractor’s obligations under Section 5.3, if an infringement claim occurs, or if
the State or the Contractor believes such a claim is likely to occur, Contractor (after consultation
with the State and at no cost to the State): (a) shall procure for the State the right to continue using
the allegedly infringing component or service in accordance with its rights under this Contract; or
(b) replace or modify the allegedly infringing component or service so that it becomes non-
infringing and remains compliant with all applicable specifications.

Except as otherwise provided herein, Contractor shall not acquire any right, title or interest
(including any intellectual property rights subsisting therein) in or to any goods, Software,
technical information, specifications, drawings, records, documentation, data or any other
materials (including any derivative works thereof) provided by the State to the Contractor.
Notwithstanding anything to the contrary herein, the State may, in its sole and absolute discretion,
grant the Contractor a license to such materials, subject to the terms of a separate writing executed
by the Contractor and an authorized representative of the State as well as all required State
approvals.

Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, neither Contractor nor any of its subcontractors
shall use any Software or technology in a manner that will cause any patents, copyrights or other
intellectual property which are owned or controlled by the State or any of its affiliates (or for
which the State or any of its subcontractors has received license rights) to become subject to any
encumbrance or terms and conditions of any third party or open source license (including, without
limitation, any open source license listed on http://www.opensource.org/licenses/alphabetical)
(each an “Open Source License”). These restrictions, limitations, exclusions and conditions shall
apply even if the State or any of its subcontractors becomes aware of or fails to act in a manner to
address any violation or failure to comply therewith. No act by the State or any of its
subcontractors that is undertaken under this Contract as to any Software or technology shall be
construed as intending to cause any patents, copyrights or other intellectual property that are
owned or controlled by the State (or for which the State has received license rights) to become
subject to any encumbrance or terms and conditions of any open source license.

The Contractor shall report to the Department, promptly and in written detail, each notice or claim
of copyright infringement received by the Contractor with respect to all Deliverables delivered
under this Contract.

The Contractor shall not affix (or permit any third party to affix), without the Department’s
consent, any restrictive markings upon any Deliverables that are owned by the State, and if such
markings are affixed, the Department shall have the right at any time to modify, remove,
obliterate, or ignore such warnings.

Confidential or Proprietary Information and Documentation

Subject to the Maryland Public Information Act and any other applicable laws including, without
limitation, HIPAA, the HI-TECH Act, and the Maryland Medical Records Act and regulations
promulgated pursuant thereto, all confidential or proprietary information and documentation
relating to either party (including without limitation, any information or data stored within the
Contractor’s computer systems or cloud infrastructure, if applicable) shall be held in confidence
by the other party. Each party shall, however, be permitted to disclose, as provided by and
consistent with applicable law, relevant confidential information to its officers, agents, and
Contractor Personnel to the extent that such disclosure is necessary for the performance of their
duties under this Contract. Each officer, agent, and Contractor Personnel to whom any of the
State’s confidential information is to be disclosed shall be advised by Contractor provided that
each officer, agent, and Contractor Personnel to whom any of the State’s confidential information
is to be disclosed shall be advised by Contractor of the obligations hereunder, and bound by,
confidentiality at least as restrictive as those of set forth in this Contract..

The provisions of this section shall not apply to information that: (a) is lawfully in the public
domain; (b) has been independently developed by the other party without violation of this
Contract; (c) was already rightfully in the possession of such party; (d) was supplied to such party
by a third party lawfully in possession thereof and legally permitted to further disclose the
information; or (e) which such party is required to disclose by law.

Loss of Data

In the event of loss of any State data or records where such loss is due to the act or omission of
the Contractor or any of its subcontractors or agents, the Contractor shall be responsible for
restoring or recreating, as applicable, such lost data in the manner and on the schedule set by the
Contract Monitor. The Contractor shall ensure that all data is backed up and recoverable by the
Contractor. At no time shall any Contractor actions (or any failures to act when Contractor has a
duty to act) damage or create any vulnerabilities in data bases, systems, platforms, and
applications with which the Contractor is working hereunder.

In accordance with prevailing federal or state law or regulations, the Contractor shall report the
loss of non-public data as directed in IFB Section 3.7.

Indemnification and Notification of Legal Requests

At its sole cost and expense, Contractor shall (i) indemnify and hold the State, its employees and
agents harmless from and against any and all claims, demands, actions, suits, damages, liabilities,
losses, settlements, judgments, costs and expenses (including but not limited to attorneys’ fees
and costs), whether or not involving a third party claim, which arise out of or relate to the
Contractor’s, or any of its subcontractors’, performance of this Contract and (ii) cooperate, assist,
and consult with the State in the defense or investigation of any such claim, demand, action or
suit. Contractor shall not enter into any settlement involving third party claims that contains any
admission of or stipulation to any guilt, fault, liability or wrongdoing by the State or that
adversely affects the State’s rights or interests, without the State’s prior written consent.

The State has no obligation: (i) to provide legal counsel or defense to the Contractor or its
subcontractors in the event that a suit, claim or action of any character is brought against the

Notification of Legal Requests. In the event the Contractor receives a subpoena or other validly
issued administrative or judicial process, or any discovery request in connection with any
litigation, requesting State Pre-Existing Intellectual Property, of other information considered to
be the property of the State, including but not limited to State data stored with or otherwise
accessible by the Contractor, the Contractor shall not respond to such subpoena, process or other
legal request without first notifying the State, unless prohibited by law from providing such notice
The Contractor shall promptly notify the State of such receipt providing the State with a
reasonable opportunity to intervene in the proceeding before the time that Contractor is required
to comply with such subpoena, other process or discovery request. .

Non-Hiring of Employees

No official or employee of the State, as defined under Md. Code Ann., General Provisions
Avrticle, § 5-101, whose duties as such official or employee include matters relating to or
affecting the subject matter of this Contract, shall, during the pendency and term of this
Contract and while serving as an official or employee of the State, become or be an employee
of the Contractor or any entity that is a subcontractor on this Contract.

Disputes

This Contract shall be subject to the provisions of Md. Code Ann., State Finance and Procurement
Acrticle, Title 15, Subtitle 2, and COMAR 21.10 (Administrative and Civil Remedies). Pending
resolution of a claim, the Contractor shall proceed diligently with the performance of the Contract in
accordance with the Procurement Officer’s decision.

Contemporaneously with or within thirty (30) days of the filing of
a notice of claim, but no later than the date of final payment under the Contract, the Contractor must
submit to the Procurement Officer its written claim containing the information specified in COMAR

Maryland Law Prevails

This Contract shall be construed, interpreted, and enforced according to the laws of the State of
Maryland.

The Maryland Uniform Computer Information Transactions Act (Commercial Law Article, Title
22 of the Annotated Code of Maryland) does not apply to this Contract or any purchase order,
task order, or Notice to Proceed issued thereunder, or any software, or any software license
acquired hereunder.

Any and all references to the Maryland Code, annotated and contained in this Contract shall be
construed to refer to such Code sections as are from time to time amended.

Nondiscrimination in Employment

The Contractor agrees: (a) not to discriminate in any manner against an employee or applicant for
employment because of race, color, religion, creed, age, sex, sexual orientation, gender
identification, marital status, national origin, ancestry, genetic information, or any otherwise
unlawful use of characteristics, or disability of a qualified individual with a disability unrelated in
nature and extent so as to reasonably preclude the performance of the employment, or the
individual’s refusal to submit to a genetic test or make available the results of a genetic test; (b) to

Contingent Fee Prohibition

The Contractor warrants that it has not employed or retained any person, partnership, corporation, or
other entity, other than a bona fide employee or agent working for the Contractor to solicit or secure
the Contract, and that the Contractor has not paid or agreed to pay any person, partnership,
corporation, or other entity, other than a bona fide employee or agent, any fee or any other
consideration contingent on the making of this Contract.

Non-Availability of Funding

If the General Assembly fails to appropriate funds or if funds are not otherwise made available for
continued performance for any fiscal period of this Contract succeeding the first fiscal period, this
Contract shall be canceled automatically as of the beginning of the fiscal year for which funds were
not appropriated or otherwise made available; provided, however, that this will not affect either the
State’s or the Contractor’s rights under any termination clause in this Contract. The effect of
termination of the Contract hereunder will be to discharge both the Contractor and the State from
future performance of the Contract, but not from their rights and obligations existing at the time of
termination.

All
finished or unfinished work provided by the Contractor shall, at the State’s option, become the
State’s property. The State shall pay the Contractor fair and equitable compensation for satisfactory
performance prior to receipt of notice of termination, less the amount of damages caused by the
Contractor’s breach.

Termination for Convenience

Delays and Extensions of Time

The Contractor agrees to prosecute the work continuously and diligently and no charges or claims
for damages shall be made by it for any delays or hindrances from any cause whatsoever during
the progress of any portion of the work specified in this Contract.

Time extensions will be granted only for excusable delays that arise from unforeseeable causes
beyond the control and without the fault or negligence of the Contractor, including but not
restricted to, acts of God, acts of the public enemy, acts of the State in either its sovereign or

file with the Secretary of State of Maryland certain specified information to include disclosure of
beneficial ownership of the business.

Political Contribution Disclosure

The Contractor shall comply with Election Law Article, Title 14, Annotated Code of Maryland,

The Contractor and subcontractors shall retain and maintain all records and documents in any way
relating to this Contract for (i) three (3) years after final payment by the State hereunder, or (ii) any
applicable federal or State retention requirements (such as HIPAA) or condition of award, ,
whichever is longer, and shall make them available for inspection and audit by authorized
representatives of the State, as designated by the Procurement Officer, at all reasonable times.

The Department may copy any record related to
the services performed pursuant to the Contract. The Contractor agrees to fully cooperate and
assist in any audit conducted by or on behalf of the State, including, by way of example only,
making records and employees available as, where, and to the extent requested by the State and
by assisting the auditors in reconciling any audit variances. Contractor shall not be compensated
for providing any such cooperation and assistance.

The right to audit shall include any of the Contractor’s subcontractors including but not limited to
any lower tier subcontractor(s).
